HAS A CLOSE CALL NEWS NOTES

J turning to his home in Beresford from 
Redwood City yesterday evening had

ing, but when the south track was 1 
reached his engine was suddenly 
“killed.” Bullock worked his spark 
and throttle for a few seconds without 
avail, and was about to climb out of 
the car to try the crank when the 
headlight of the locomotive flashed 
upon him. Bullock’s leap for life ; 
was made just in time. Had he ! 
hesitated a second he would have been 
killed. The locomotive crashed into 
the machine and carried it more than j 
20(t yards before a stop could be made. 
Bullock did not ’wait to investigate | 
the result of the collision, but made j 
his way quiekly to his home. The I 
train service was delayed for more 
than half an hour.

PROCLAMATION 


Urges People to Give Thanks tor 
Peace and Prosperity 


The progress of the country as re¬ 
flected by the records of population 
and harvests and the general condi¬ 
tions of international peace are things 
for which thanksgiving- is especially 
due for the year l9l0, according to the 
annual Thanksgiving proclamation is¬ 
sued by President Taft. The procla¬ 
mation is as follows: 

“'This year of 1910 is drawing to a [ 
close. The records of population and 
harvests, which are the index of prog¬ 
ress, show vigorous national growth, 
and the health and prosperous well¬ 
being of our communities throughout 
this land and in our possessions be¬ 
yond the seas. These blessings have 
not descended upon us in restricted 
measure, but overflow and abound. 
They are the blessings and bounty of 
God. 

“We continue to be at peace with 
the rest of the world. In all essential 
matters our relations with other peo¬ 
ples are harmonious, with an ever j 
growing reality of friendliness and j 
depth of recognition of mutual depend- 
ence. It is especially to be noted that 
during the last year great progress 
has been achieved in the cause of 
arbitration and the peaceful settle 
ment of international disputes. 

“Now, therefore, 1, William Howard 
Taft, President of the United States 
of America, in accordance with the 
wise custom of the civil magistrates

ANTI-AMERICAN 
FEELING IN MEXICO 

Riots in City of Mexico and In 
Guadalajara ~ 


For three hours Thursday night a 
mob of several hundred men and boys 
of the lower class, incited by the in¬ 
flammatory speeches of students of 
some of the State schools, paraded the 
streets of Guadalajara, Mex„ imitating 
the rioters in the national capital in 
a manifestation against Americans 
I and intended as a protest against the 
Rock Springs, Tex., lynching. 

Considerable property was damaged 
but so far as known no lives were 
lost. The city practically is under 
martial law and it is believed the riot 
! is well in the control of State and 
i Federal troops. Police detachments 
and tIre Tenth Federal Cavalry are 
guarding the American consulate, 
where Consul Samuel E. Magill was 
threatened with violence. 

Four squadrons of the same troops 
are patrolling the American residence 
section and downtown police are 
guarding ttie American business 
houses. General Clemente Vilazenor, 
commander of the Fourth Federal 
zone, together with State and Federal 
troops, anticipated the trouble and 
called out their entire armed force. 

In the absence of Governor Magueil 
Ahumedia, who is ill, Manuel Cuesta 
Gallardo, who will be Governor next 
year, spent the day and night address¬ 
ing the different groups of men who 
are bent on making trouble for Ameri¬ 
cans. The better class of citizens are 
keeping close to their homes. 

Windows were broken by the mob 
in a dozen American business places. 
The financial loss will be considerable. 
Commercial houses in the center of 
the town are barricaded with shutters. 

In the Capital. 

Repressive measures adopted by the 
Mexican authorities prevented a repe¬ 
tition of Wednesday’s scenes in Mex¬ 
ico City, and resulted in a day of com¬ 
parative tranquility. An attempt by 
the demonstrators to gather late 
Thursday afternoon in the neighbor¬ 
hood of the new National Theater was 
discouraged by the mounted police, 
who kept the crowds moving. 

The Foreign Office has assured Am¬ 
bassador Wilson that there will be no 
repetition of the rioting. Strict orders 
have been given to the police, Minis¬ 
ter Creel said, to prevent by vigorous 
measures, if necessary, gatherings in 
tbo streets.

Six gins sire 
actively at work. 

Oil and mining developments con¬ 
tinue reasonably active. 

The Noble Electric Steel Company 
are preparing to install live new fur¬ 
naces at Heron It. 

In every quarter public and private 
construction is going actively on and 
new enterprises are being itiaugu rated. 

The influx of homeseekers is large 
and increasing, and many new coloni¬ 
zation enterprises are being inaugu¬ 
rated.
